HOLDS THEORY OP 
GOVERNMENT OOOD 


March 8 Fixed as Date for 
Trial After All Plead 
Not Gruilty. 


Indianapolis, Feb. i.—Holding that the 
federal government has jurisdiction over 
election machinery, Judge A. B. Ander- 
son in the United States district court 
here today overruled the demurrer filed 
by 
Don M. Roberts, 
mayor of Terre 
Haute, and twenty-six others to the in- 
dictment charging them with conspiring 
to corrupt the action of Wov. 3, 1914, in 
Terre Haute. 


March 8 was the date fixed for the 
trial, after the tAventy-sei'eii had been 
• arraigned and all pleaded not guilt}'. 


The defense asked for ]\Iarcli 8 at the 
request of Representative A. O. Stan- 
ley, of Henderson, Ky., chief counsel, 
who did not want to begin tlie trial un- 
til after the adjournment of congress 
on Mar ell 4. 


Former Judge Frank S. Koby, of coun- 
sel for ti)e defendants, Avas given five 
days in whic]i to file a brief in support 
of a motion for a bill of particulars. 


Judge Anderson's Decision. 


Jud^Tc Anderson in liis decision said 
that the theory of the government is 
that the right to vote for members of 
cougrcss and tlie United States senate 
and the right to elections are guaran- 
teed by the constitution and laws of the 
United States, while the demuri-ing de- 
fendants contend' that 
such • right is 
given exclusively by 
the 
state. 
The 
court theu quoted article 1, section 2, 
>f. the federal constitution providing for 
Hie election of representatives and the 
leventeenth amendment to the United 
States constitution providing for 
the 
elfsction of United States senators and 
the act of congress of June 4, 1914, pro- 
riding for a method for the election of 
United States senators. 


"This seventeenth amendment and the 
statute of June 4, 1914," continued the 
court, ''are too recent to have received 
any judicial interpretation but as 'far 
as the right to vote for members of tho 
bouse of representatives is concerned, 
the supreme court of the United States 
has repeatedly decided that such right 
is fundamentally based upon and given 
and secured by the constitution of the 
United States." 
Tlie court then cited a 
number of supreme court decisions to 
that effect.

REAJ^POINTED TO PLACE ON FORT WAYNE 
BOARD OP PARK COMMISSIÒNEÌEIS. 
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The Reappointment 
of Col Foster. 


The Sentinel believes that both Mayor Hosey and the 
icity of Fort Wayne are to be sincerely congratulated upon 
the mayor's reappointment of Colonel David N". Foster 
as a member of the board of city park commissioners. In 
no previous selection of an appointee during: his adminis- 
tration has the mayor shov^^n a finer appraisement of the 
public needs or a keener appreciation of the value of high- 
grade public service. Furthermore, he has demonstrated 
a disposition to rise above the consideration of official 
differences that is admirable. 


It is no state secret that the mayor and the chairman 
of the park board have not at all times been in accord on 
matters affecting park development in Fort Wayne, and 
occasionally the chasm between them has seemed too 
wide to admit of bridging. The fact that he lias again 
named Colonel Foster to membership on the park board, 
however is evidence that there has been in the mayor's 
mind no question of the value of Colonel Foster's serv- 
ices, even though he found himself unable to invariably 
agree with the park board chairman as to the policies of 
that body. It is true, also, that Colonel Foster's retention 


urged by a large measure of public opinion, and this 
desire was voiced by many organizations and bv prom- 
inent citizens both within and without the mayor's of- 
ficial family. Mayor Hosey's action, therefore, is directly 
responsive to the burden of public sentiment. 


For many years Colonel Foster has been the ruling 
spirit of the park board, the leader in its activities and the 
inember who willingly shouldered the burden of its work 
because of his public-spirited devotion to the cause of 
park and boulevard development. He ,has had able as- 
sistance from his associates on the board, but it is no dis- 
paragement to them to accord to Colonel Foster the credit 
to which his long term of service, his unflagging efforts, 
his gteadiast courage and his vision of the future have 
ifajriy entitled him. Mayor Hosey's action is an admir- 
able one. 


It is interesting, of course, to learn that a United 
Btates senator is able to talk continuously for more than 
eleven hours without a rest, that other statesmen are hav- 
ing their beds moved into the senate wing of the capitol 
in order to save the country in passing or not passini? the 
administration ship purchase bill and that nothing but 
icjontinuous night sessions prevent the American eagle from 
shrieking in mortal teiTor. The private opnion of the 
country at large on this sort of thing, however, is that a 
good deal of legislative strategy is very nearly one hun- 
dred per cent buncombe. 


It develops at Washington that the war deparment's 
report on the inspection of the Indiana natiooal guard in 
Augus last is being held back, and that for some reason 
the federal government is declining to make pubic its 
opnion of the efficiency of the Hoosier citizen soldiery. 
Still, we cannot understand the reason for such action. 
The militia has recently been subjected generally to so 
much criticism, deserved and undeserved, that a little 
more or a little less can scarcely make any appreciable 
difference.

MAIL BY AiRSHIP. 


(Indianapolis ISTcws.^ 
An enterprising young man in 
Fort 
Wayne is building a plane of the Cur- 
tis8 type, -with which he feels sure that 
(barring accidents) 
he can make

round trip each day to carry mail be- 
tween Fort Wayne and 
Indianapolis. 
The distance of 280 miles ought to be 
covered, he says, in six hours, with a 
maximum load, of 400 pounds of mail. 
Postmaster Springsteen, of this city, be- 
leves the plan to bo-feasible.

experiments have been tried, and with 
eoiiae measure of success, in the 
east. 
M/-. Springsteen says that Toledo and 
lAtroit mail, coming by way of Fort 
\f"ayne, often misses . connections. 
He 
ould like to see this mail comd in on 
me, whether it comes by steam car or 
eroplane.

H'hich he advanced the tlieory that no 
ore dreadnoughts should be construct- 
ed until after the war, as he believed 
tnat by that time all the existing types 
v/ould be obsolete.

are likely to need the old type of ship 
f6r many years.

He Was Receptive. 


T will tell the story of Uncle Eb as 
related in a tract published by the Am- 
erican Tract society, which gives the 
story of how Uncle Kb, an old darky, 
was "just a-thinkin'" one day when his 
pastor camc along. 
When asked what 
he was thinking about, ho looked up, 
with a tear glistening like a diamond 
on his ebony cheek, and said: "I was 
just thinking, if the crumbs which fall 
from the heavenly Father's table aro so 
good, what must tlie whole 
loaf 
in 
glory be ?" 


He had the element of receptivity, 
Y'ou couldn't tell where these two men 
were to spend eternity as you saw them 
on the street. 
Neither could you tell 
it by their fimerals. That there is more 
humbuggery and hypocrisy at the aver- 
age funeral tlian almost anywhere else 
on God's earth. I imagine this fimeral 
of the rich man was a great affair. It 
must have been something like the fu- 
neral of the baby of a prominent soci- 
ety woman in a town where I held a 
meeting. Lots of flowers, fuss and dis- 
play and show and when that society 
woman came back from the graveyard, 
she said "to a friend, "Wasn't 
that a 
grand success?" 
1 imagine that the 
funeral of this rich man was a grand 
success. 


If he had been living today he prob- 
ablyxwould have been a "jiner" and be- 
longed to everything coming along: the 
Order of Goats, Muskrats. Polecats, or 
anything else that would have given 
him popularity. 
In the summer time 
his Sundays would have been spent on 
the lake; in the winter time in his club 
playing poker. A hale fellow well met, 
cheek and jowl with 
everyone 
that 
comes along—the whole crowd 
at the 
funeral singing at the 
top of their 
voices, "Hail, hail, the gang's all here." 


The Society Icicle. 


The speaker carried his point and also 
provoked the laughter of his audience 
by telling of the death of a member 
of the "Order of the líorth Pole" or 
"Rising Sun," or some other organiza- 
tion.

Discussing then the ptatcnicnt that 
the rich niau "opr-nod his eyes in lor- 
incnt." sliow liiat tho claims of sonic 
persons that, tir^ is imiiossihlo, as the 
body does nut leave the earth, are fal- 
lacious. 


Friends, the greatest agony is 
not 
phy.sical. 
It is jncntal. 
Suppose to- 
night you are thousands of miles away 
from your loved ones and you had a 
vision of murderers breaking into your 
house and cutting their throats, and 
you hear their scrcams of suffering and 
ngony. Talk about torture. It wouldn't 
be anything to you to thrust your haml 
into the fire until it was burned ofT, bo- 
side that agony of mind. 
Friends, if 
the figurative is so strong, what must 
the reality be? 


Tliere arc going to be a great many 
surprises at the judgment day. 
The 
rich man says. "Send Lazarus to cool 
my tongue, for I am tormented." and 
Christ said that Abraham 
told 
him 
something like this: "Yes. you 
lived 
tliere in Fort Wayne. You liad a chance 
to be saved. 
Y'ou heard tho invitation 
at the tabernacle, but it was your pride 
and wealth and ease and }>oUtical hon- 
ors that kept you from coming right out 
and taking a stand for Jesus 
Christ. 
You had your inning, but now it is too 
late. 
Poor Lazarus didn't have 
the 
chance you had, but he lived up to his 
life. You didn't. Xow he is comforted 
and you are tormented, and besides all 
this,'"Between us and you there is a 
great gulf fixed!". 


Does that sound, 
my 
friends, 
as 
though everyone was going to be saved? 
There arc three words which I want to 
impress indelibly on your life, and what 
ever else you have forgotten about these 
meetings, I want you to get these, so 
indelibly fixed in your mind that they 
will shine out in the darkness of night. 
They are, "Great, Gulf, Fixed. 


Between the lost and saved there is 
a gulf. Now, this gulf is a difiTerence in 
desires, in ambitions, purposes, ideals. 
Tell me what you want to be and -I'll 
tell you what you are going to be. The 
old philosopher said, "Be careful what 
you wish for; if yoii arc not careful 
your wish is going to come true." 


Some one has said that character is 
what a jjian is in the dark. What Avould 
you be if you had a chance? If all the 
hindrances were removed and. you could 
bè just what you chose, what would 
you want tojbc? 
\ 


On the Inclined Plane. 


It is also a difFcTcncc in ideals. Life 
is like art 
inclined 
plana. 
Infinitely 
near and yet infinitely far away up at 
one end of the plane is God and happi- 
ness and salvation. 
Infinitely near and 
yet infinitely far off at the other end 
is disobedience to God, sin, Satan, dis- 
ease, danination and death. Every hu- 
man soul is somewhere on that plane, 
I care not bow high up you may be 
tinancially, politically or socially, yes, 
even morally. If >'ou are Minted down' 
ward away from God, it is .only going 
to be a matter of tim« before you get 
farther and farther away from God. 1 
care not how low you may be, flnaneialo 
)y, intellectually, if you aro pointed up- 
ward toward God aad Girist and right- 
eousDMi and obediane*, it is only a mat« 
ter of timt whs» you are eoiiiir to gèl 


when \vp diiilod under the West Point 
ofliccrs. It is "About Face." ^^^len you 
arc pointed an«y from God and Christ, 
about face and turn toward Christ. That 
is conversion and everlasting life. 


It is a great gulf, because it is con- 
stantly widening. You are nearer heav- 
en or hell tonight tiian you were, last 
night. 


It is a great gulf becansiG of tlie dif- 
ference I)ot«"een the lost and the saved. 


Don't you let anyone toll you it is 
a matter of small concern whether you 
accept Christ or reject him. I tell you, 
my friends, the important thing tonight 
is not your catching cars, but Avhetlier 
or not you are losing your soul. A great 
many more people aro more concerned 
about a few minutes' sleep than they 
are about their souls. 
Better to lose 
sleep, I sav, than to spend eternitv in 
hell. 


I'will not try to picture it to you; 
rye hath not seen nor hath ear heard 
all that it will mean to bo with the 
good and godly in the kingdom and un- 
der the leadership of .lesus Christ. 
I 
cannot depict to you what it will mean 
for a soul to bo lost, cast into the out- 
er darkness where there ia wailing and 
weeping and gnashing of teeth, to have 
tlie caverns of the doomed resound with 
the Avails and echoes of your lost soul. 
Lost, lost, eternally lost! 


The Guff Is Fixed. 


The more salient triith is that this 
great gulf is being fixed. Now, if we 
had no Bible I believe I could convinco 
every thinking person in this building 
of the truth of this gulf being fixed, of 
eternal life and eternal destruction. 
I 
would do it by the consideration 
of 
three great natural laAvs, which every- 
one, whether you arc godly or ungodly, 
are forced to accept. 


The first of these is the law of causo 
and effect. \\Tiat30ever a man soweth 
that shall he also 
reap. Whether 
I 
have doubt about it isn't 
going 
to 
change the fact, ^\^lat do you have to 
do to be lost? 
Nothing! just 
stay 
where you are, on the wrong side of tho 
gulf., By that law of cause and effect 
you shall not escape. 


Also by the law of affinity, that like 
seeks like, we have that old adage that 
birds of a feather flock together. 
It 
does not take a family long in a new 
community to find their associates. If 
T know the kind of conpany you keep, 
I can tell the character of your life. 
Water always seeks its own level. 


Separate in the Home. 


"But," someone says, "do you tell me 
that God is going to separate a husband 
and wife in eternity ?" I reply, "A good 
many of-them are separated here.' 
I 
emphasize this point by contrasting the 
lives of a godly husband, desirous of 
doing God's will and a society butterfly 
of a wife who spends her time gambling 
over the bndge table or going to mati- 
nees and dances, and I have as much 
respect for the lowest gambler in the 
slums H» for the gambler that will play 
bridge for some dinky vase in a sociaty 
parlur. Or, suppose hère is a wire that 
loves her church and the Christian life, 
loves prayer and everything that 
Is 
good and true, and all her husband 
caré» for, just like a big, two-footed 
animal, is for the indul|^ce of his ap- 
petites, living for the things that ar« 
low and vile and impure. Talk about' 
that husband and wita.-bein( separated 
in eternity. 
They are separated now. 


J want to show th« fixedness of thè 
great gulf by telling of two brothers, 
living in the same house, one vile and 
impure, and the other a fodly charac- 
ter. 
They aro mût to one another in 
on« wér» httt Is afeoilièr they aro 25,-

river, boarded a boat that had been 
chartered to take a lat of bums 
and 
thugs to a prize fight. He endured the 
miserable surrounding.? lujtil he could 
no longer stand it, and then he rushed 
to the captain., crying, "For the love of 
God, let me off this boat. If you don't 
I'll go crazy.'' 


One of the thugs, mJssing his boat, 
got on the other boat withoiit realiz- 
ing that it was loaded wath church peo- 
ple. He listened to the /songs and th« 
prayers and finally became so xumerved 
by tho appearance of a woman who re- 
minded liim of Itis own 
heart-broken 
mother, he, too. rushed to the cimHiq 
and asked to bo allowed to get on the 
boat. 


To the Same Placet, 


And yet there aro some people that 
think everybody is going to go to tho 
same place. 
McKinley and the 
man 
who murdered him, Dwighfc It Moody 
and Robert Ingersoll going to the sam« 
place! 
friends, suppose you have 


in one flold some 
beautiful, 
fragrant 
flowers and in another, just 
an 
old 
rooting hog or steer, and along camo 
some humming birds. 
Yon would aay, 
"They will go to the tabernacle—mean 
the 
flowers." 
Suppose some buzzards 
would como 
sweeping 
down. 
"They" 
would go to the booze j—-, I maaa the 
carrion, you'd 
say—and 
that's 
Just 
where they'd go," 


By your own choice you are decide 
ing your own destiny. You are separ- 
ating yourselves either amonj^ humminf 
birds or buzzards. 


The third law—tfie law of habit, ia' 
tho strongest of all and I quota Prof. 
James' example of water flowing ^own 
a hill, cutting its own channel on the 
first day, and then using the same chan- 
nel after that, cutting it deeper and 
deeper as time goes on. 


So, my friend, by the nniversal law 
of habit you are fixing your own fato, 
and for the same excuse that you would 
turn back on Jesus Christ tonight and 
refuse to cross that gulf, you would also 
do it tomorrow and tlie*next day and 
tho next day after that. At last your 
life becomes fixed and you are either on 
the right side or the wrong aide. 


If you do not receive Jesus Christ 
as your Lord and Savior. God aays you 
are on the Avrong side and by that law 
of habit, when that gulf is once llx«4( 
it will be fixed forever." 


In closing I wish to relate the herolsa 
of Louis Aggasiz when a boy in Switx- 
erland. 
The great botanist 
with 
a 
3'oung brother, came upon a crovico in 
the glacier covered moimtain. Kneeling 
down he stretcheil his body across the 
opening, letting Jiis younger 
brother 
crawl over his body to safety. 
The 
heroism of a fireman in a îTcw York 
tenement fire when he stood on the top- 
most rung of the fire ladder, holding to 
the scorching window ledge with bis 
bare hands and let scores come down 
over his shoulders to safety, was anoth- . 
er incident of bridging the gulf between 
danger and safety.
